f anmsters of the tear gas were fired through the building and. when there 
was no movement or reaction from inside, agents entered the house and 
found that it was empty 
William Sullivan, head of the Los Angeles FBI office, said they found 
ammunition, food, suitcases, wigs and clothing 
“ It indicated the people had left very hurriedly,” he said 
Sullivan said he believed the suspects might still be in the I x js Angeles

The 
board voted Wednesday to close Los 
Padres in the fall 
because of

was 
deferred, and now would seem to be 
superseded 


Trustees 
of 
Lompoc 
Unified 
School District and the Hancock 
College board of trustees would 


have 
to 
act 
on 
the 
recommendations, 
but 
reports 
indicate both bodies favor such 
actions 
Wegner toured Hapgood and Los 
Padres yesterday in company with 
Walter Conrad, Hancock president, 
and 
Edmund 
Burke, 
trustee 
representing 
the 
Lompoc 
area 
Conrad said today his trustees were 
on record some time ago favoring a 
Lompoc campus in the event that 
the local school board closed one of 
its schools — a possibility that 
became a reality this week Conrad 
said 
he personally favored the 
Hapgood site rather than the Los 
Padres, because it is in Lompoc. 
The college already has programs at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base and at 
Cabrillo High School. 
One source indicated today that 
Wegner had received a consensus of 
support from his own trustees in a 


casual telephone survey yesterday 
A 
formal 
recommendation 
was 
believed being prepared for the 
trustees The board does not meet 
again until May 28 
Wegner 
had 
previously 
recommended that Maple be moved 
to Hapgood and that the elementary 
school campus be split by a fence to 
separate the two school facilities. 
The school board has known for 
some years that Maple would have 
to be moved from its site on 
Floradale 
Avenue 
because 
the 
structure does not complv with the 
state's Field Act 
Today Wegner said the board 
could move the school to Los Padres 
as he would now recommend, or 
leave it where it is for another year 
as provided by new state mandates. 
Conrad said he would propose that 
Hancock establish both daytime and 
nighttime classes at Hapgood and 


still continue the classes presently 
offered at Cabrillo 
in the Village 
and at the air base He visualizes 
some fundamental classes in fields 
of liberal arts 
and 
perhaps a 
mis mix of that concept with some 
vocational arts classes However, 
the curriculum is indefinite pending 
input from a sampling of attitudes 
in the Lompoc area. Conrad said He 
said he hoped to attract some new 
students who may find the Lompoc 
campus convenient 
Conrad s trustees won't meet 
again until May 28 at which time,

It was uncertain what 
arrangements could be worked out 
on the rental fees to be paid bv the 
college, but sources close to both 
boards of trustees indicate the 
amount will be pegged to cover 
utilities and maintenance onlv.

WASHINGTON (U PI > — One year 
after the Senate Watergate hearings 
were launched, President Nixon has 
been exonerated of any advance 
knowledge in a related scandal —the 
Ellsberg break-in. 
Watergate

Leon Jaworski filed papers in U.S. 
District Court Thursday in which he 
said 
he 
has 
no 
evidence 
the 
President 
authorized 
the 
1971 
burglary 
of 
Daniel 
Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist or 
knew 
of 
it 
in 
advance. 
Determining Nixon s role was not 
the direct subject of Jaworski’s 
brief. His purpose was to refute 
defense motions by six defendants 
awaiting trial in the case, who claim 
the raid had Nixon’s blessing as a 
national security measure. 
Jaworski rejected that claim and 
referred to the burglary as “ a 
warrantless tresspassory break-in 
and search that had not received the 
prior approval of the President or 
the attorney general.” 


Jaworski said tfiat when Nixon 
demanded White House leaks be 
stopped ‘‘whatever the cost,” he 
was speaking in general terms and 
was not giving a mandate for a 
burglary. The burglary allegedly 
was the work of the White House 


“ plumbers” unit, set up to stop 
security 
leaks.

closest aides —John D. Ehrlichman 
and Charles W. Colson. 
It was a year ago today that the

Watergate into American living 
rooms, and the President appeared 
to prefer that kind of open hearing to 
the impeachment inquiry now going 
on behind closed doors. 
Presidential attorney James D. 
St. Clair formally asked the House 
Judiciary Committee Thursday to 
open its impeachment hearing to the 
public, saying “ selective” news 
leaks from the closed hearings 
prejudiced the President’s case. 
Chairman Peter W. Rodino, D-N.J., 
opposes opening the hearings now.

Israeli troops strike 
Arab guerrilla base

An Israeli commando unit carried out a hit-run attack against an Arab 
guerrilla base a mile inside Lebanon today and Israeli planes struck 
guerrilla bases near the border in the second day of retaliation for the 
Maalot massacre, Israeli military spokesmen reported. 
Damascus reported a dogfight over Lebanon between Israeli and Syrian 
planes but Israel denied the report. The Lebanese military command said 
Israeli planes broke the sonic barrier over Beirut today and that the 
Lebanese air force scrambled but made no contact. 
A Syrian communique issued in Damascus said the Syrian and Israeli 
warplanes fought an air battle over south Lebanon today and that an Israeli 
plane was shot down in flames. 
“ There was no contact, there was no battle and there was no downing,” 
an Israeli army spokesman said in Tel Aviv. 
The Lebanese government announced that 48 persons were killed and 184 
wounded in two Israeli air strikes into Lebanon Thursday, carried out in 
retaliation for an Arab guerrilla attack on the Israeli border village of 
Maalot that left 30 persons dead. 
The Israeli air strikes brought sharp criticism from Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger who had also denounced the Arab guerrilla attack. 
Egypt warned Israel that there could be grave consequences from the air 
raids and the Egyptian War Minister spoke of a resumption of the war. 
Israel did not mention inflicting casualties in today’s ground strike one 
mile across the Lebanese border in which the commandos blew up a house 
believed used by Arab guerrillas. A spokesman said Israeli planes eight 
hours later flew strikes on targets inside “ Fatahland,” the Israeli term for 
guerrilla-dominated areas of southeastern Lebanon near the Syrian border.

mobile home policy

As many as “several hundred 
trailers 
appear to be in service currently as 
permanent living quarters in the county’s 
unincorporated areas outside of mobile 
home parks. 
But 
County 
Planning 
Department 
records show that no more than 26 trailers 
have been validated by the county for such 
use since 1956 
The result is going to be a “shock’ for 
those likely to be caught up in the toils of a 
new county ordinance which calls for 
removal of established trailer from pads 
pending 
outcome 
of 
application 
for 
validation of them 
The exceptions will be those who have 
already gotten permits for temporary 
dwelling use and are seeking renewals 
after expiration of such permits. 
The Board of Supervisors is expected to 
adopt on second reading Monday the new 
ordinance designed to tighten up a loose 
situation 
which has been 
allowed 
to 
proliferate, in part, because of lack of 
enforcement 
personnel 
in 
the 
County 
Planning Department. Then, after 30 days, 
the ordinance will become law 
Mrs Charis Bratt, commissioner from 
Goleta Valley, pointed to the “dramatic 
upsurge” in permits for trailer occupancy 
in recent years. 
“ When they find out they are going to 
have to legalize them they will be awfully 
surprised,’’ she stated. 
“They had better get on the ball now 
while they have tim e,” added Mrs Bratt. 
North 
county planning commissioners 
especially expressed concern over the size 
of the problem concerning illegal trailer 
occupancies in their districts. 
Some 
commissioners 
predicted 
the 


county “ will get a flood of applications to 
validate existing trailer homes within the 
next month to avoid having to remove the 
vehicles 
from 
properties 
at 
least 
temporarily 
If they decide to brave it out, owners of 
illegal trailer homes are like to find 
themselves hauled into court later and face 
criminal 
misdemeanor 
charges 
with 
penalty of up to $500 and-or six months in 
jail for each day of violation, Planning 
Department officials point out. 
The chances of owners of illegal trailers 
escaping county detection are likely to 
become much slimmer by later this year. 
The Planning Commission was informed 
by Planning Director Britt Johnson that the 
newly enacted county ordinance providing 
for county enforcement of the State Mobile 
Home Act will now mean that the county 
can provide more inspectors in this field 
Johnson said he understood the Public 
Works Department hoped to provide two 
inspectors for the county. 
“This should not only improve service to 
mobile 
home parks, 
but 
also should 
con sid erab ly 
help 
the 
Planning 
Department 
in 
enforcement 
work,” 
declared Johnson. 
The planning staff in a recent mobile 
home report said that it is the staff opinion

cost. 
“ Our 
studies,’’ 
Wilke 
says, 
“ indicate 
that 
cellulose is a large potential 
source of fuel, food, or 
chemicals 
now 
obtained 
from petroleum based raw 
materials.’’ 
In order to release the 
energy stored in cellulose it 
must be broken down to 
glucose, a form of sugar, 
and then converted to ethyl 
alcohol 
or 
to 
microbial 
p ro tein , 
a 
common 
ingredient of animal fodder. 
fithylene, which is used 
for 
the 
manufacture 
of 
polyethylene plastics, could 
be produced from ethanol 
And an added benefit of the 
process, Wilke notes, is that 
ethanol 
and 
acetone, 
another chemical that can 
be made from glucose, and 
like ethanol a petroleum- 


Power plant 
excavation 
turns up 
prehistory 


SEATTLE, Wash. (UPI) 
— In the area known as the 
Hanford 
A tom ic 
R eservation , 
an 
ar- 
cheologist recently found 
artifacts that showed man 
lived along the Columbia 
River about 6,500 years ago. 
In light of much older 
discoveries elsewhere, that 
date is a mere toddler’s step 
back in the history of man. 
But what the discovery did 
do was upset a few theories 
about living conditions in 
these parts back in those 
days. 
Anthropologists have pre­ 
sumed that the extremely 
hot, 
dry 
climate 
that 
prevailed 
in the Pacific 
Northwest back then would 
have kept man out of such 
deserts. 
Now Dr. David Rice, a 
U n iv e rs ity 
of 
Idaho 
archeologist working for a 
public power combine that 
wants 
to 
build 
another 
nuclear 
power 
plant 
at 
Hanford, has unearthed in a 
layer of gravel man-made 
tools typical of others used 
by primatives in the region. 
Rice, 
reporting 
his 
findings 
to 
the 
State 
Thermal Power Plant Site 
Evaluation Council, said the 
ancient campground he and 
his student crew explored 
was 
where 
the 
nuclear 
plant’s water intake system 
would be built. 
The most recent evidence 
unearthed at the dig was a 
clay pipe made in Scotland, 
trade beads and a rifle 
cartridge. 
The Wanapum 
Indians 
had 
used 
the 
campgrounds as late as 
1910. This band once dwelled 
along the Columbia from 
Priest 
Rapids to where 
Richland now stands. 
Further down, the diggers 
found a house floor that 
Rice estimated to be 500 
years old. Still further, they 
found fresh water mussel 
shells which 
radiocarbon 
dating 
showed 
were 
gathered about 90 A D. 
At this point Rice said he 
had expected to run out of 
cultural material, but he 
and his crew kept digging 
just the same. Next they 
found tools used to kill big 
game. Perhaps these were 
4,000 to 5,000 years old. 
After that came layers of 
gravel formed during high 
water periods at the end of 
the last Ice Age. It was in 
the 
gravel 
that 
four 
projectile 
points 
were 
found. They were of a type 
that 
seemed 
to 
have 
appeared in the area shortly 
after the great volcanic 
upheavel 
when 
Mount 
Mazama blew its top and 
ended up as Crater Lake in 
Oregon. That was about 
6,600 years ago. 


based material, could ease 
the demand on crude oil. 
There is a probability that 
a cellulose-produced alcohol 
could be the nation’s future 
motor fuel, Wilke says. 
At present, alcohol is not 
competitive with gasoline 
although it is used in many 
countries as a fuel But if 
the price of conventional 
fuels increase, Wilke says, 
or 
if 
pollution 
from 
hydrocarbon fuels becomes 
a dominant concern in some 
areas, the situation might 
change. 
Wilke says the cellulose 
could be extracted from the 
thousands 
of 
pounds 
of 
agricultural and domestic 
waste discarded every day. 
“ Using 
such 
readily 
available solid wastes, we 
could produce 
13 billion 
gallons of alcohol per year,’’ 
Wilke predicts, “ equivalent 
in terms of energy to 10 per 
cent of the U.S. annual 
gasoline production ” 
A pound of cellulose is 
roughly equivalent to about 
one-third of a pound of 
gasoline, Wilke says, and a

It is our belief that neither Brown nor 
Waldie will be hurt by the action except, 
no doubt, they will be shut off from big 
labor contributions.

Arrogance of power 


W ASHINGTON

As 
one 
Republican leader after another 
calls for the President’s resignation 
we are seeing the penalties of the 
arrogance 
of 
power 
assessed 
against the beleaguered occupant of 
the White House. 
That 
arrogance, 
to the point of com­ 
plete 
insensitivity 
to anyone outside 
the inner circle, is 
i l l u s t r a t e d 
ad 
nauseam 
in 
the 
transcripts of the 
conversations 
re­ 
leased by the White 
House. 
Defenders of the Nixon faith seek 
at tim es to give the impression of a 
President victimized by a little 
group of high binders responsible to 
no one. But it was the President 
himself who picked these men and 
who expressed his complete loyalty 
to them until he was forced by 
circumstances to remove them. 
Sen. Hugh Scott, the minority 
leader, had a sharper experience of 
the White House arrogance than 
perhaps 
any 
other 
Republican 
leader. 
A 
reasonable, 
moderate 
man, Scott made several valiant 
efforts to help the President out of 
the pit and was slapped down for his 
pains. Like all politicians he has a 
long memory that, in this instance, 
goes back to a well-nigh incredible 
example of the arrogance of power. 
A day or two before the first 
session of the 93rd Congress was to 
open in January, 1973, Scott got a 
call from H. R. Haldeman We want 
to replace you as minority leader, 
Haldeman told Scott. We don’t think 
you’re up to the job. 
Scott was astounded. Here was 
the second or third most powerful 
man in the executive branch telling 
the leader of his party in the 
legislative branch that he meant to 
shove him aside. Where was the

Haldeman was speaking. W'as it the 
President? The answer was that 
John Ehrlichman concurred in the 
decision. That seemed to Haldeman 
to certify the fact that Scott was to 
be hustled off stage. 
The 
minority

then 
demanded to see the President to 
ask him directly if this represented 
his view. Not until 10 days later was 
he given an appointment. By that 
time Republicans in the Senate had 
re-elected Scott and so, as the 
lawyers say, the question was moot. 
But the sting remained. 
One 
of 
the 
characterizations 
deleted from the transcript, it has 
been widely reported, was of Scott 
as a snivelling S O B. small wonder 
that after having so long given his 
loyalty he should have come out 
with his denunciation of “ a shabby, 
disgusting, immoral perform ance’ 
by all concerned as revealed in the 
transcripts released by the White 
House. 
Scott 
is 
no 
run-of-the-mine 
politician. He is an authority on 
Oriental art with one of the finest 
private collections in the country. 
T h e 
m e a n , 
s e l f - c e n t e r e d 
conspiratorial 
nature 
of 
the 
conversations deeply offended him, 
as it did thousands of others across 
the country. 
Such is the strange nature of this 
moment in history that three days 
after he made his statem ent, Scott 
went down to the White House for a 
leadership meeting. He sat on the 


President’s right for a discussion of 
the economy and what to do about it. 
In a session of at least two hours, 
not

word 
was 
said 
about 
W atergate or Scott’s statem ent 
S c o t t ’s 
c o l l e a g u e 
f r o m 
Pennsylvania, 
Sen.

Schweiker,

President’s resignation. Up for re- 
election this year Schweiker, with 
Scott taking the lead, was trying to 
get clear of the W atergate ruin. 
Schweiker 
is regarded by both 
Dem ocrats and Republicans as one 
of the abler young senators serving 
his first term . 
Talk on Capitol Hill is of the 
crescendo effect should others in a 
sim ilar bind decide the time has 
come 
to 
cut 
loose 
from 
any 
involvement with a President so 
deeply mired in W atergate and the 
related charges. 
Sen. Peter Dominick of Colorado, 
for 
example, 
faces 
a 
serious 
challenge in a state that two years 
ago repudiated form er Colorado 
Sen. Gordon Allot. But whether such 
consistent Nixon loyalists and hard­ 
liners as Dominick can change their 
spots 
at

is 
questionable. 
Repeated statem ents from the 
White House that Nixon will neither 
resign nor take advantage of the 
provision in the 25th amendment 
allowing

aside 
tem porarily seems only to increase 
the doubts among Republicans

Congress. So often he has said that 
he was 
committed 
beyond any 
question to one course, only to 
follow the directly opposite course a 
little later.

This often amounts to 
the same sentences given to m ajor 
suppliers by local courts, Bregante 
contends. 
Bregante further indicated that 
the Task Force will never put 
them selves 
in

completely trusting an informant. 
By law, any information from an 
informant must be corroborated by 
independent investigation and this 
independent investigation is also 
used to establish an informant’s 
reliability. 
It will be an interesting meeting

hope that the organizations involved 


will be prepared to cite specific 
instances and charges which can be

College audits 


The idea of an Assembly Ways and 
Means sub-committee balking at a 
small budget request for funds to 
conduct independent audits of the 
state colleges seem s inconsistent 
with the concern which has been 
expressed by legislators over higher 
education spending. 
The current proposed budget for 
operation of the 19 state colleges for 
the next year exceeds $450 million. 
Aside from some supervision by the 
Chancellor, 
term ed 
“ internal 
auditing,” the handling of the funds 
have been practically without audit. 


For many years the Departm ent 
of Finance, through its Division of 
Audits, conducted regular audits of 
all state agencies. This practice was 
subjected to much criticism by 
those who questioned the propriety 
of the adm inistration auditing itself. 
Many contended then, and still do, 
that 
external 
audits 
of 
state 
government should be a function of 
the State Controller. It is their view 
that the Controller, being elective, 
is independent of those agencies 
which are under the control of the 
governor. 
The result has been that there has 
been a withdrawal of activity on the 
part of the Division of Audits with 
nothing to take its place. 
Recognizing 
this 
void 
in 
management 
the 
State 
College 
Trustees sought and obtained a 
small staff of auditors to conduct 
the function of internal auditing for 
their specific information. The staff 
reportedly works directly under the 
control 
of 
the 
Trustees 
and 
independent of the Chancellor. 
It was the Trustee’s request to 
augment the staff which ran into 
trouble with the sub-committee. 
Since 
it 
seemed 
inconsistent, 
inquiries were made to determine 
the rationale. 
What was learned was that the 


committee, along with Legislative 
Analyst Alan Post, fully endorse the 
objectives of the Trustees in keeping 
them selves 
informed 
of 
the 
administration and operations of the 
colleges. 
They 
agree 
that 
the 
Trustees should have a staff of 
auditors reporting directly to them 
with their findings. 
The hang-up came as a result of 
some reports which suggested to the 
committee that the staff provided 
the Trustees was not functioning as 
envisioned. 
It has been learned that, as soon 
as the committee has been re­ 
assured that the Trustee’s auditors 
are meeting the goals desired by the 
legislature, the funds to augment 
the auditing staff will be provided. 
Foremost 
in 
the 
com m ittee’s 
mind is the need for certainty that 
the Trustee staff is working under 
the direct supervision of the Board, 
independent of any influence from 
'the 
Chancellor. 
Also, 
that 
the 
auditors follow accepted procedures 
for auditing and not engage in 
“ in v estig ativ e” 
work 
of 
an 
undercover nature. 
It is their contention that if there 
are complaints of improper activity 
which cannot be disclosed by an 
“open” audit there are others more 
properly suited to investigate. They 
f ee l 
a n y t h i n g 
o t h e r 
t h a n 
“ straightforw ard” auditing by a 
team of auditors can only result in a 
m istrust of the Trustee program and 
a breakdown of morale. 
An additional point is the feeling 
that audit reports made to the 
T r u s t e e s 
should 
be 
public. 
Otherwise, they feel the efforts will 
have no better results than those 
now being done by the Chancellor 
who, naturally, is reluctant to make 
public shortcomings which his staff 
finds, 
preferring to attem pt to 
correct 
things 
quietly 
without 
publicity.
